“NOTES OF 1 THE WEEK, 


‘There was more significance in the ceremony at Bradford on the mee 


betokened. The germ of a Jewish congregation had for some Years existed gt 


| Bradford, but its maturity was not assured. The dry bones had come together, 
| but the breath of life had not been breathed into them. For several years 
| there bas existed at Bradford an unique organization called “ The Jewish 
| Association,” The members were almost exclusively of German birth, and of 
| advanced religious opinions. They carried eclectism in religious Worship to 
far greater lengths than we have been accustomed to in England, and consider. 
ably beyond the consistent service of the Berkeley Street Congregation and of 


its Manchester Branch. The Rev. Dr. Strauss, the minister, is an able, prodent 


man. He has kept before his mind the avowed intention to consolidate. 
the rather loose organization of the Bradford « Jewish Association,” and he has 


exercised much tact in furthering this object. Patiently and persistently he 
worked to induce the members of his flock to organize a regularly constituted 
congregation. He established religious classes for the young, and in many 


| ways, especially in his pulpit addresses delivered in German and English, be 


kept before the members the duty they owed to their children in training them. 
as believing Jews and Jewesses. Now that the services hitherto conducted ip 
the local Freeman’s Hall will shortly be replaced by public worship in’a well- 
appointed synagogue, it behoves the members to go still a step further. They 


have “enlarged the place of their tent,” but they hesitate to “lengthen their 


cords and to strengthen their stakes.” At the instance of the Chief Rabbi an effort 
was made ten years ago, which was successfully renewed in 1873, to organize g 
congregation, and subsequently an endeavour was made to affiliate the Bradford 
community with the West London Synagogue of British Jews. By the congre- 
gation remaining quite isolated, it is deprived of that strength, stability, and 
permanence which can only be assured by its being firmly attached to an existing 
communion. The synagogue must be more than a convenient house of worship 
for Jews. There are duties and obligations which Jews owe to their brethren 
in faith that cannot be discharged by a selfish isolation. Certain broad 
principles of our faith must be steadfastly kept in. view and firmly adhered to, 
or the congregation will drift further and further away from historical Judaism, 
until its members no longer hold in common any one of the principles which form 
the raison d'¢tre of modern Judaism. The present golden opportunity should not 
be lost. The Rev. Dr. Strauss, Mr. Unna,and other members of this interesting 
congregation should legislate for the future, as well as make sacrilices to provide 
for present needs.

“ Why should we not have Jewish congregational singing ?” asks a corres- 
pondent whose letter we published a fortnight ago. It would not be easy to 
answer why we should not. There are few who would not welcome the intro 
duction of a more thorough system of congregational singing into the synagogue,

sort of congregational singing already in vogue at some synagi gues which 
cannot be dignified by the name of a system, certainly not by the name ofa 


thorough system, and which, therefore, is not in favour with many persons.

Tuk Late Mr. J. M. Jounson.—The late Mr. J. M. Johnson, whose death 
we recorded last week, was ason of the Chief Kabbi of Sweden, who came early 
in life to England and- first settled in Norwich, but afterwards removed to 
London, and was at his death the oldest Guardian of the Poor in the City of 
London, as well as the oldest member of the Western Synagogue (St. Alban’s 
Place). He founded, in Dean Street, in Soho, in1846 the Western Free School 
for Jewish Girls, afterwards removed to 59, Greek Street, and incorporated 
with the Westminster Jews’ Free School, which had been established for boys 
only by Mr. Abraham Richard Jacobs, and others. He was succeeded in the 
presidency of the combined institutions by Mr. Alderman Salomons. Another 
educational work of Mr. Johnson's was the establisiiment of the New Central 
London District Schools, near Hanwell. He was often consulted by Mr. C. P. 
Villiers, Mr. Goschen, and other administrators en Poor Law questions, on 
which his long experience and practical sagacity made him specially fitted to 
advise. Mr. Johnson died only 15 days after his beloved wife. 3 .

RENAN’S LECTURES.

Christianity, M. Renan dealt with the “ Legend of the Roman Church on the subject 
of Peter and Paul.”

waiting for a religion without bloody eacrifices, who exhibited a marked tendency > 


towards monotheism, who were inclined to ridicule the old mythological tales, and 
who, moved by a general sentiment of sympathy and charity, were disposed, in view 
| ner in associations. 

persons, very honest people in 
their way, who felt revolted by the profligate lives of the Roman aristocracy, and 
_ by the hideous spectacles of the Roman Amphitheatres, and who aspired to a purer 
- faith than they had as yet any knowledge of. To such Judaism offered much that. 
was attractive. By the institution of Synagogues—and it was from the Synagogue 
_ sprang the Church—the Jew aimed at the principle of association most effectively. 
This worship was, in appearance at least, pure Deism. No idols, no images of any 
kind were tolerated ; and the chief characteristic of the Jewish religious spirit was 
a firm belief in the future of humanity. Without any fixed idea as to the immortality 
~ of the soul, or as to future rewards and punishments, the Jew, disciple of the ancient 


Greece, Syria, Egypt contained masses of indigent 


- Prophets, was full of a sentiment of justice. Putting but little trust in those assur- | 


_ ances of eternal life which the Christian so readily accepts, he pestered Jehovah with 
his prayers, reproached him with his indolence, and inquired of him how he could 
so long leave the world in the hands of the ungodly. 


“Tn this struggle,” said M. Renan, “it is the Jew who will gain the day, | 


Ifope—a belief in something by no means proved, but in which one trusts with a 
sort of frenzy, for the reason that one cannot be sure of it—that is the very soul of 
the Jew. The Psalms were like the continuous sound of the harp, filling life with 
harmony and with a melancholy sort of faith. The Hebrew Prophets spoke to him 
the words of the Eternal. That second Isaiah, for example, the Prophet of the 
Captivity, foretold a future in the most dazzling colours that man ever saw in his 
dreams. The booke of morality taught him, at the same time, how to be happy— 
happy in the world, be it understood—by observing the principles of family life and 
of duty generally. The Jews had been established at Home since about sixty years 
before the birth of Christ. They multiplied rapidly. Cicero represents the mere 
venturing to resist them as an act of courage. Cwsar favoured them and found them 
faithful, The masses detested them, regarded them as malevolent, accused them of 
forming a secret society, whose members helped one another at all hazards, to the 
detriment of their fellow-citizens. But these superficial judgments were not accepted 
by all» The Jews had as many friends as detractors. It was felt that they were in 
possession of some superior principle. ‘The poor Jewish pedlar from the other side of 
the Tiber would often return home in the evening rich with alms, the gift of pious 
hands. The women above all were attracted by these missionaries in rags, Juvenal 
mentions a tendency towards the Jewish religion among the vices with which he 
reproaches the ladies of his time. The head-quarters of the Jewish colony at Rome 
were situated on the other side of the Tiber, that is to say. in the poorest and dirtiest 
part of the town. There, asin the present day, was the best port of Rome—the place 
where was landed the merchandise coming from various ports. Jews and Syrians— 
‘ nations,” in the words of Cicero, * born for servitude,” were found there together. 
The first members of the Jewish population had, in fact, been formed out of the Jews 
brought captive to Rome by Pompey. On becoming slaves they abandoned nothing 
of their religious habits, “What is admirable in the Jewish religion,” said the 
lecturer, “is that simplicity of faith, in virtue of which the Jew, transported a thou- 
sand leagues from his native land,after many generations, remains still a pure Jew.” 
The synagogue at Rome kept up continual relations with Jerusalem, The colony 

first established was soon reinforced by immigrants. These unhappy people disem- 
barked by hundreds, and before they were able to engage in petty commerce, lived a 
penurious and miserable life in the districts beyond the Tiber. They offered to the 
proud race among whom they had come to settle 4 type which soom became familiar 
—that of the beggar who had perfected himself in his art, A Roman, who respected 
himeelf, took care never to set foot in these abject quarters, where were to be found 
all the most despicable classes, all the vilest descriptions of traitic. Here, too, were 
established tanneries, slaughter-houses, shops for the sale of all kinds of refuse. Pro- 


tected by the very, contempt they inspired, but little affected, for the rest, by the — 


ridicule of which they were made the object, the Jews of Rome beyond the Tiber led 


a very active life, both from a sdcial and a religious point of view. They maintained — 


synagogues and schools ; they neglected no part of their ritual, In time many of 
_ these industrious, economical Hebrews amassed fortunes, and while keeping up 
‘friendly relations with the Pagans still remained in all essential respects 
Israelites, These Jews, however, were not to remain Jews eternally. About 
~ the year 50. of our era,a number of Christianized Jews from Syria arrived in 
_ Rome and communicated their faith to their friends arid associates of the same 

race, A little group of Jews converted to Christianity soon formed itself ; and 


_ these small Hebrew proletarians must be regarded as the true ancestors of the proud. 


prelates of Rome, In the movement towards Christianity which now agitated the 
_ whole of the Trans-Tiberine Hebrew quarter two Jews, Aquila and Priscilla, his

| from abroad. The worship of Mrrura, the Persian sun-god, and of the Egyptian 
| deities, Isis and Serapis, not only became fashionable, but excited the wildest — 
| enthusiasm. ‘ JuvENAL describes the Roman women, at the dawn of the winter _ 
day, breaking the ice of the Tiber to plunge three times into its sacred stream, 
| dragging themselves on bleeding knees in penance around the field of Tarquin, 
| offering to undertake pilgrimages to Egypt to seek the holy water for the shrine 
| of Isis, fondly dreaming that they had heard the voice of the goddess.” It was 
an age in which men were yearning for a new religion, and it was an age — 


characterized by an unbounded credulity which promised that religion the 


strongest loyalty which should have the greatest marvels to recount. According 

| to M. Renan, it was an age, too, in which, “ after the terrible butcheries -— 
the old centuries, mankind was crying with the voice of Vira, for peace — 
The Stoics bad already responded to that cry. The maxims 

| of a Seneca, a PLurarcu and a Marcus AURELIUS breathe the noblest consolation _ 
| to the care- faden spirit, and are iostinct with the grand idea of the univergal — 
brotherhood of mankind which Christianity sometimes claims to have created.

“Love for the poor,” he ev.n admitted,

It is not difficult to understand why Stoicism, ‘Aeepite the purity and nobility 
of its teaching, did not take the place in the affections of men which Christianity 
obtained. The Deity of whom it spoke was more an idea than a being. Its 
conception of Gop was too impalpable to be grasped by the polytheist with his 
images and temples. It was a religion, too, less for the heart than the intelleet. 
It made but little appeal to the affections. It is not surprising, then, that it 
should never have taken root save in the comparatively few philosophic minds 
in Rome. It never could have become in such an age a universal, or even a 
national, religion. Thus Christianity found the civilized world, of which Rome 
was the gate, ready to receive it with almost open arms. It had in itself mach 
that would satisfy the wants which men felt pressing upon them with increasing 
weight. It embodiei that lofty moral teaching which had already been antici- 
pated by the doctrine of the Stoics ; for it had adopted almost without change 
theethics of Judaism. But more human than Stoicism, it nade its appeals to 
the emotions and, above all, to the feeling of love. It did not repel by the too- 
severe ideals of the philosopher ; it attracted men by the picture it drew of its 
Founder, who compassionated the weak and the suffering, and whose excellen- 
cies they could imitate because, like them, he had been flesh and blood, 
It offered them, too, a sympathetic form of worship, and not a merely intellec- 


tual communion, which was all that philosophy could supply. And the very 


scene of that worship endeared itself to them ; and this even the temples, with 
their austere rites and frigid grandeur, could not do. “The pagan temple was 
in no sense what the synagogue and the church were in their best days—the 
common home, the school, the hostelry, the hospital, the shelter where the poor 
man could seek an asylum.” Add to this the wonderful nature of the life of 
Jesus which was eagerly accepted, by a marvel-loving people, add the promises 


| of eternal happiness and the threats of everlasting torments which it held out 
alternately to the believer and the sceptic, and some idea will be gained of the 


elements inherent in Christianity which helped to effect the conversion of 
Rome. Those elements were just what the world was askiog for. But it was 
asking for other things besides. Christianity was not at a loss how to supply 


‘this additional want ; she had not the means within herself, pal she found = 


abroad and appropriated them. 


M. RENAN was right when he epoke of Christianity being, with certain modi- 
fications, Judaism itself, if he refers only to its ethical teaching. Its theology 
is not Jewish.

Without disparaging Judaism we may agree with M. RENAN that it would in 
all probability have failed where Curistianity succeeded. But that success 
belongs to the past. [t was achieved at an epoch when men were prepared for 
a transition from polytheisin {0 a superior religion ; and it was achieved by com- 
bining the morality of Judaism with such powerful modifications of Jewish 
theology and ceremonial practice as would make the new system acceptable to the 


pagan world. There is yet another victory to be won. The theology which broke 


in pieces the idols of Rome is now iu its turn crumbling away. What shall take | 
its place? Surely that pure theism which Judaism teaches. Through the long, 
weary centuries IsRaAkL has been bearing in his bosom the precious truths which 
are to constitute the ultimate religion of mankind. If Judaism did not convert 
the world when it was ignorant, there is yet reserved for it the far greater glory 
of converting it when it has reached the highest pinnacles of enlightenment.

There is a small synagogue with 
four Sepharim. The Hospital, although of no great size, is excesdingly well. 
kept, aud shows a marked advance on the “gyn Nd.” Attached to it is 
Lyiug-in Charity, founded by the Baroness Betty James de Rothschild, at which 
the average attendance is of 120 in-patients per annum. It costs £120 annually, 
aud each mother, on leaving, receives a gift of ten francs in money, and of 
linen and clothes for herself and the child, to the value of twelve francs. 

Excluding the English Hospital, which appertains to the scope of my sketch 
of the work of the Society for the Conversion of Jews, the Jewish Hoxpitals of 
Jerusalem are but two in number: the an! the Rothschild iLoxpital, 
just described. The former institution was established about twelve years ago by 
the “ Perushim,” who give ten per cent. of their portion of the lesser Huluka, 
and five per cent. of the moneys arriving from Russia and Lolland, for its 
support. It possesses twenty-two beds and is in fairly good condition, contain. 
ing a synagogue and: a pretty terraced garden, made by the doctor about 
two years since, which is most useful for convalescents. ‘The site is as open as 
is possible to be found in so confined a city as Jerusalem. No contagious 
maladies are admitted, the patients being looked after at home ; the diseases 
treated being mostly cases of mild fever, dysentry, and diarrhea. The air of 
Jerusalem, itself, ig most healthy, but the terribly deficient water-suppiy 
causes much illness of. these. characters, which, amongst a_ population, 


deteriorating through premature marriage and poor food, is frequently fatal, 


The Hospital has few of the conveniences which, in Eurooe, are cousidered 
indispensable to a sanatorium, but the doctor, Joseph Carpaui (a non-Israeliie), 
is efficient aud painstaking. Tlie Hospital has recently beem put into thorough 


repair, and, at the time of my visit, had been re-opened soine five months ; about 


half of the beds being occupied. Since its re-opening, about six thousand out- 
patients had been seen, either at the Dispensary, or at their houses, and three 
hundred and forty four in-patients had been received, only twenty one of whom 
had died—chiefly through old age. The mauvaises langues say that both here, 
and at the Rothschild Hospital, there is a reluctance, not shown at the English 
Hospital, to receive patients who are likely to die, in order not to swell the 
mortality statistics of their books. I hope and trust that this is a calumny, and 
I mention it, merely, that it may receive prompt and demonstrative dental. The 
Dispensary is well supplied, the chief article of consumption being quinine.” 
Sir Moses Montefiore frequently sends boxes of drugs here, with his customary

At that 
time two cities stood out in remarkable prominence, the one in the Hast, Jerusalem ; 
the other in the West, Rome. And though both of these had fallen from their high 
3 estate, still, such is the impression they have left upon history, that the mere men- 
tion of their names at the present time is sufficient to excite much of the emotional 
in the human breast. — The reverend lecturer then gave a vivid picture of Rome in 
the middle of the first century, — He detailed the great extent and power of the 
‘empire. Although according to Christian belief this was the time when the Messiah 

| appeared—-when according to the Hebrew Prophets there should be a regenera- 


4 - of humanity—yet since the dawn of this first century the world had been falling 


~ jnto moral and intellectual decay, and Rome was a centre of moral corruption. The 
: people found their utmost gratification in debasing and cruel amusements. Nero's 


~ ¢muelty. By the year 614 he had reached a height of aimless and insane cruelty never 


afore reached. The Roman theatre became transformed into a shamble. Deeds of 
‘the utmost cruelty were performed amid the applause of the spectators. After 


dwelling in detail upon this period, Professor Marks described the burning of Rome 
and the indignation of the people at the wanton destruction. Nero endeavoured to 


turn the wrath of the people from himself by making the innocent Christians his. 


scapegoats, and endeavouring to fasten upon them the crime of the conflagration. 
That early generation of Christians were transcendently moral, they avoided every 
kind of offence. they lived the life of penance and ‘austerity, just like criminals 


‘gwaiting execution, because they betieved as the Apostles believed, and as Jesus had 


mid and taught, that the world was coming to an end. In fact, he said, as the 
New Testament has preserved his words: ‘I say toyou that there are those now living 
whoshall not see death before this thing come to pass,” the consequence of which was 
that these poor Christians lived in a state of penance awaiting theend. But in their 
innocenee they found no protection. False accusations met a ready, general belief, 
because the new sect at that time were objects of scorn, contempt, and malevolence, 
The very charges which the Christians of the middle ages brought agaiust the 
Jews, such as the killing of children and using their blood during festivals, poison- 


ing wells, generating pestilences. &c., were the very charges which the Romans 


brought against the Uhristians during the First and Second Centuries. The result 
of Nero's infamous and unfounded charge was that the Christians were subjected to 
almost inconceivable cruelty and horrors, Four yeara afterwards, whilst still young, 
Nero was driven to despair by a formidable conspiracy against him, and. hunted 
from place to place, he put an end to his miserable existence, Prof, Marks 
continued : Having given as long a deseription of Rome as my limited time will 
allow, 1 must now transport you to the city of Jerusalem at the same period. The 
city, together with the whole province of Judea, was then under Roman domination. 
Ieniah, the Isgiah who wrote the latter part of the book which bears his name. pro- 
phésied that there would come a time when the Jews themselves would be their 
destroyers; and the prophecy was fully realized. The quarrels amongst the Jews 
themselves.had brought Pompey to Jerusalem sixty-three years before the time of 
Christ, and from that time the ancieht independence of the country had ceased. Ever 
since the year 6 the province of Judea had’ been governed by a Roman Pro-Constl 
subject to the authority of the Imperial legate, who resided in Syria, and with the 
Consular power there was united a Jewish prince or Tetrarch who bore the name, and 
the name only, of Sovereign. The hatred which the Jews bore the Romans 
was intense ; not only on account of the servitude in which they were held. but 
because of the utter impossibility of finding any basis-of agreement between them 
with respect to the mode of government. The Jews did not take into consideration 
that the times were altered. They laboured to'establish a theocratical form of govern- 
| ment, but the Romans were a practical people. and they placed government on the only 
practical footing, namely, that of political necessity. Now, between such conflicting 
opinions harmony was quite out of the question. Besides which the Jews were galled 
Ra driven frantic by the tyranny of the Roman governors; by their cruel exactions

The last party were the Jewish 


Christians. They were called Ebionists, from the Hebrew “ Bbion ” (poor), because — 


they were the poorest and most unlettered of the community. They were the oarliest 


disciples of Jesus, and like him they observed rigidly every prescription of the Mosaic — 


Law, They worshipped in the Temple, and they differed in no way from the rich 
Jews either in dogma or practice, except that they believed that Jesus who had 


- appeared was the true Messiah promised by the prophets. They further believed. : 


that he would re-appear before the existing generation died out. They lived ina 


_ kind of esctatic dream, in an atmosphere of miracle, in a constant state of nervous — 
exaltation, despising the real, and sensible only of the unreal. They lived almost. 


entirely on alms. Mendicity had been impressed on them by their master, who told 


them that none but the poor could enter the kingdom of heaven. These words 


occur in Mark. Now the Gospel of St. Matthew must have been written more than 
50 years after Mark, and by that time the Church was desirous of enlisting some of 
the rich into it. To tell them’ that none but the poor could enter the kingdom 
of heaven was not the way to get them into the Church, so Matthew accomodated 
the passage, which became “none but the poor in spirit,” 


their leaders—between James, who was the head of the Ebionists, and Paul, who 
was the head of the mythological and metaphysical Christians—there was such a 


- war, that, in spite of the efforts of the writer of the Book of Acts, he cannot suppress 


the difference. Whilst Paul was preaching the doctrine of the God-man, the 
mysteries of the incarnation, and about the world being given over to the Devil, the 
Ebionists were denouncing him and his school. If ever you have the curiosity to 
read the Apocalypse, known as the Book of Revelations, you will find there frequent 
mention of the: Synagogae of Satan, that is Paul and his Courch. This Pauline 
doctrine of the speedy coming of Jesus was the reason why none of his sayings were 
recorded for 9) years. They said, “What is the use of making a record of his 
sayings, when we expect him from day today?” What the Forum was in Rome, 
so the Temple with its Courts of Justice, &¢., was in Jerusalem. But the holy 
house had now fallen into complete degeneracy. The office of High Priest was 
put up to auction, and bought and sold for money to evil and worthless men. 
It is a popular error to call the temple of this period the second temple, It was the 
third. The Temple of Ezra and Nehemiah, had been rased to the ground by Herod, 
and he had rebuilt the great third temple with a magnificence said to have sur- 
passed that of Solomon’s. It wds now a kind of palace, and the seat of luxury, 
The democratic party strengthened by the Levites, and the firm growth of Judea, 
sent that fatal challenge to Rome, which ended after a heroic resistance—Tacitus 
says unparalleled in history—in the Temple being demolished, the city being ploughed, 
and becoming in its desolation the haunt of jackals, ighteen centuries have 
passed since that event, and during that interval has often changed masters and 
witnessed many revolutions, but in the present day it remains in some respects what 
it was before its.conquest. the city of desolation where nothing thrives but fanati- 
cism and mendicity. its two great curses.. For many years after its fall, the ruins of 
the city were more precious to Jews than palaces elsewhere. How many a pil- 
grimage was made to the ruins! It was in one of his pilgrimages that Jehudah 
Halevi lost his life, and at this present day, every Friday afternoon there may be 
eaen under the Western Wall some people who pay a tax for the privilege of weeping 
over its ruins, Still there is a considerable Jewish population there, and in other 
cities of the Holy Land, and scores of good men flock from Russia, Poland, Barbary, 
and elsewhere, in order to di¢ on the holy soil, and to have their bones interred in 
holy ground. But if ever Jerusalem is to rise again out of its decrepitude, it can 
only be effected by: means which shall uttterly. abolish the present system of 
Haluka—indiscriminate charity—and curb the overweening and oppressive power 
of fanatical rabbins whose eyes are closed to all progress which secular culture and 
science would effect. (Cheers.) The ban must be removed which is placed on every 
parent who sends his child te school to be taught Arabic or anything else but the 
Bible and the Talmud. And the debasing system which teaches to love pauperism 
must give way to common sense and active and legitimate industry. There must be 
the diffusion of sound secular instruction and the promulgation of ideas that. shall 
teach youth how to prize self-help, how to prize self-development, and how to prize 
independence of spirit. (Renewed cheers.) Until such evidences of social and intel- 
lectual tendencies appear, I tell you my friends that every shilling sent to Jerusalem 
under the name of “ charity’ is an abuse, Applause.) It only works mischief, and 
continues to prolong the evil; but if the scheme of the Alliance Israélite and of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association for the moral and social regeneration of Palestine be 
suffered to take effect, then it will be the bounden duty of us all, of every one of us 
bearing the honoured name of Jew, to lend a helping hand, and to regard it not as a 
tax, but as a privilege to assist in removing a scandal that has existed too long, and 
in shedding a ray of light, after centuries have elapsed, on the once glorious land of
